In  1973  all  officials,  elected  by  the  people,  qualified  to 
hold  their  offices  by  presenting  themselves  to  the  moderator 
or  to  the  town  clerk  to  take  oath  of  office.  However,  only  a 
small  minority  of  the  appointed  officials  did  likewise. 

In  this  connection  I copy  here  the  last  sentence  of  Sec- 
tion 107  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth, the  statute  regulating  the  term  of  office  of  town 
officers : 

‘‘Every  other  elected  member  and  every  appointed  mem- 
ber of  every  board  or  commission  of  a town,  and  every  other 
elected  officer  and  every  appointed  officer  of  a town,  shall  also, 
before  entering  upon  his  official  duties,  be  sworn  to  the  faith- 
ful performance  thereof.” 

In  the  absence  of  an  oath  of  office,  a person  is  not  quali- 
fied to  perform  any  duties  of  the  office  to  which  he  is  ap- 
pointed or  elected,  and  this  includes  members  of  board,  com- 
missions, or  special  committees.

During  1973  the  No.  Main  St.  reconstruction  was  finished 
and  accepted  by  the  Town  which  leaves  only  two  sections  of 
No.  and  So.  Main  St’s  to  be  reconstructed. 

The  much  awaited  repair  to  the  Berkley-Dighton  Bridge 
was  started  by  Caputo  Build  and  Design  Works  and  is  to 
be  completed  in  June  of  1974. 

Four  Environmental  Impact  Study  Hearings  were  held 
in  both  Berkley  and  Dighton  on  proposed  corrider  for  the 
new  bridge  and  connector  need.  The  Engineering  Co.  is 
presently  preparing  it’s  report  to  present  to  the  DPW  Com- 
missioners on  it’s  findings.

A new  law  pertaining  to  the  training  of  ambulance  drivers 
and  attendants  will  require  that  these  people  complete  an  81 
hour  course  on  Emergency  Medical  Training.  One  third  of  our 
attendants  must  be  trained  by  July  1975,  two  thirds  by  July 
1976,  and  all  attendants  trained  by  1977.  Future  ambulance 
service  in  the  town  will  depend  on  whether  the  volunteers 
are  able  to  attend  this  course  on  their  own  time. 

In  July  1973,  Federal  Funds  were  receivel  to  pay  for  one 
full  time  firemen  until  May  1974.  This  position  was  filled 
and  has  proven  to  be  very  beneficial  to  the  town,  especially 
for  fast  response  to  fire  and  ambulance  calls.  In  order  to 
retain  the  additional  man  after  May  1974,  it  is  hoped  that 
the  townspeople  will  be  fore-sighted  enough  to  approve  the 
addition  of  a full  time  man  to  the  department. 

A used  1954  Ford  Fire  truck  was  purchased  from  the 
Somerset  Fire  Department  in  July  1973.  This  truck  has  been 
assigned  to  the  Myricks  Station  to  replace  the  1947  Chevrolet 
that  has  served  us  well. 

I wish  to  thank  the  firemen,  police  department,  and  all 
others  who  have  helped  me  carry  out  the  duties  of  this  office.

Each  Thursday  morning  during  the  school  year  we  have 
classes  from  the  Jr.  High  School  visit  the  library.  For  many 
students,  especially  those  who  live  a great  distance  away, 
this  is  their  only  chance  to  come  to  the  library.  It  is  a great 
opportunity  for  them  to  be  able  to  choose  books,  periodicals, 
and  records  for  a three  week  period.

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BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 
ANNUAL  REPORT  — BERKLEY,  MASS. 

December  31,  1973 

The  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  has  com- 
pleted fourteen  years  of  service  to  the  Town  of  Berkley  and 
eighteen  other  communities  within  Bristol  County.  The  entire 
county  will  be  serviced  this  year  with  the  rejoining  of  the 
Town  of  Dartmouth  on  July  1,  1973. 

The  Project  was  plagued  by  the  appearance  of  equine 
encephalitis  this  year.  The  first  case  was  reported  on  August 
13th,  and  the  last  on  September  16th.  The  communities  in- 
volved were:  Acushnet  (1),  Taunton  (1),  Dartmouth  (3), 
Westport  (2),  Freetown  (1),  Berkley  2),  Somerset  (1),  Digh- 
ton  (1),  and  Seekonk  (1),  a total  of  13  cases. 

The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  aerial  sprayed 
the  entire  County  in  an  effort  to  prevent  an  encephalitis 
epidemic.  Our  spray  trucks  were  also  alerted  to  each  case 
as  it  appeared  and  the  immediate  area  was  also  sprayed  from 
the  ground. 

In  March  our  larvicide  program  got  underway  and  29 
acres  were  treated  before  our  mist  blowers  were  mounted 
on  the  first  of  May.  Adult  mosquitoes  were  on  the  wing  this 
year  very  early  and  our  spraying  season  did  not  terminate 
until  October  1st. 

With  the  spraying  season  over,  the  mist  blowers  were 
removed  and  all  crews  turned  to  our  brook  and  ditch  main- 
tenance program.  This  resulted  in  the  removal  of  2,125  feet 
of  debris  and  obstructions  from  existing  brooks  and  ditches. 
1,025  feet  of  brush  was  also  removed  to  allow  proper  drainage 
and  to  aid  in  preventing  unnecessary  flooding. 

All  personnel  are  licensed  for  the  application  of  pesticides 
and  use  only  those  approved  for  mosquito  control  by  the  State 
Pesticide  Board. 

We  want  to  thank  the  residents  of  Berkley  for  their 
continued  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BRISTOL-PLYMOUTH  REGIONAL 
TECHNICAL  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

This  is  the  sixth  annual  report  of  the  Bristol-Plymouth 
Regional  Technical  School  District. 

During  the  year  our  committee  held  twenty-five  regular 
meetings,  a special  meeting,  and  many  additional  meetings 
to  work  on  formulating  the  budget. 

The  officers  elected  at  our  annual  meeting  were  Donald 
K.  Atkins,  Chairman,  Middleborough ; William  R.  Powers, 
Vice  Chairman,  Raynham;  L.  Allen  Freeman,  Treasurer;  and 
Caroline  Tripp,  Clerk. 

The  voters  of  Taunton  re-elected  Donald  J.  Scott  and 
elected  William  H.  Gallagher,  Jr.  as  their  representatives  on 
the  School  Committee. 

We  have  been  extremely  pleased  with  the  popularity  and 
acceptance  of  our  school.  In  September  of  1972  we  had  four 
hundred  twenty-four  undergraduates,  and  seventy-four  stu- 
dents in  the  post  graduate  school.  In  September,  1973  we 
had  five  hundred  sixty-nine  undergraduates  and  eighty-eight 
post  graduates,  which  gave  us  a total  of  six  hundred  fifty- 
five  students.  The  Guidance  Department  forecasts  that  in 
September  of  1974  we  will  more  than  exceed  our  planned 
enrollment  because  we  will  be  well  over  our  eight  hundred 
student  figure. 

Mr.  Couture,  Director  of  Guidance  and  Admissions  Officer, 
has  been  making  an  excellent  cross  section  of  student  selec- 
tion. For  every  three  students  applying  we  have  been  able 
to  admit  only  one.  He  has  worked  very  closely  with  the 
feeder  schools’  guidance  counselors,  and  we  are  most  appre- 
ciative for  their  cooperation. 

Two  new  departments  were  added  to  our  technical  offer- 
ings: Distributive  Education,  and  Painting  and  Decorating. 
These  shops  have  been  in  operation  only  since  September, 
but  already  have  received  high  praise  from  our  state  super- 
visors who  have  visited  them.  This  brings  our  undergraduate 
offerings  to  fifteen. 

Due  to  increased  enrollment,  we  have  had  to  add  addi- 
tional teachers  to  our  academic  and  technical  areas.  Mr. 
Saunders  and  the  Department  Heads  have  been  constantly 
evaluating  our  teachers  and  programs  for  recommendations. 
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A pilot  cooperative  program  has  been  started  in  which 
selected  seniors  will  be  allowed  to  go  to  work  the  week  they 
would  be  in  their  shop  activity.  The  slots  left  vacated  by 
these  working  senior  will  be  offered  to  selected  seniors  in 
our  High  Schools.  Consequently  they  will  be  able  to  take 
short  unit  courses  in  automobile  mechanics,  machine  shop, 
welding,  and  enter  industry  as  productive  workers  upon 
graduation  from  their  own  High  Schools.  This  program  has 
been  approved  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  and 
will  start  the  first  of  the  year. 

A six-week  summer  pre-vocational  program  was  offered 
to  students  in  grades  six  through  eight.  One  hundred  fifty 
boys  and  girls  spent  mornings  at  Bristol-Plymouth  learning 
about  the  world  at  work.  They  were  engaged  in  simplified 
projects  to  show  them  how  this  institution  prepares  people 
to  become  successful  productive  workers.  The  project  was 
completely  funded  by  a federal  grant. 

We  are  grateful  to  Congresswoman  Margaret  Heckler, 
Senator  John  F.  Parker,  and  Dr.  John  P.  Manning  of  the 
State  Office  of  Education  for  their  participation  in  making 
our  dedication  such  a success. 

Our  students  have  been  very  sports-minded  with  over 
three  hundred  involved  in  intra-murals  and  one  hundred 
seventy-five  in  track,  basketball,  baseball,  and  football.  The 
interest  and  enthusiasm  of  our  boys  and  girls  in  these  activi- 
ties is  most  gratifying. 

During  the  second  school  year  of  the  Donald  K.  Atkins 
Library  at  Bristol-Plymouth,  the  pupil-faculty  daily  use  of 
facilities  has  more  than  doubled  with  teachers  and  students 
constantly  calling  upon  the  library  for  resources  in  both  the 
academic  and  technical  areas.  The  book  circulation  has  soared 
to  more  than  four  times  that  of  last  year.  We  currently  have 
over  4,000  volumes  in  our  library  and  subscriptions  to  128 
periodicals  and  newspapers  in  addition  to  government  publi- 
cations, pamphlets,  and  maps. 

The  audio-visual  resources  and  equipment  have  been 
greatly  expanded  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  numerous  new 
courses  which  have  been  added  to  the  curriculum,  and  teach- 
ers are  taking  a new  approach  to  instruction  with  the  help 
of  new  media  services. 

Mr.  Richard  Bradley,  Plant  Engineer,  and  his  workers 
merit  high  praise  for  the  condition  of  our  building.  The  school 
is  operating  smoothly  with  no  major  problems  to  date. 

Security  precautions  have  proven  to  be  a great  asset 
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in  our  overall  program  with  the  addition  of  our  two-way 
radio  tied  into  the  Taunton  Police  Department. 

The  covering  of  the  brook  and  grading  of  the  burrow 
area  will  add  the  potential  of  more  recreational  area  to  our 
overall  site.  Last  year  over  twenty  thousand  area  residents 
used  our  facilities;  and  with  completion  of  the  recreational 
area,  it  should  double  its  use  next  year. 

Over  thirty-six  students  have  taken  part  in  the  work- 
study  program  after  their  school  day. 

Mrs.  Phyllis  Atherton,  Cafeteria  Manager,  and  her  staff 
continue  to  serve  the  students  an  excellent  lunch  in  spite  of 
higher  food  costs.  Ninety  percent  of  our  students  participate 
in  the  lunch  program. 

Our  yearbook,  supervised  by  Mr.  John  Correia,  and  the 
school  newspaper,  directed  by  Mr.  Alfred  Rogash,  have  been 
well  accepted  by  our  students  and  faculty. 

The  Division  of  Surplus  Property  for  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  has  continued  to  lower  our  operational  costs. 
Our  GMC  truck  and  Lowrey  organ  are  but  two  of  the  many 
fine  acquisitions. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  City  of  Taunton 
Street  Department,  have  also  donated  two  surplus  plows  and 
an  Air-Lift. 

Our  evening  school  continues  to  be  very  popular  with  an 
enrollment  of  six  hundred  students.  An  additional  seventy 
students  are  in  the  Taunton  River  Power  Squadron  course. 
Bristol  Community  College  will  terminate  their  sponsorship 
of  the  high  school  equivalency  program  in  January  of  1974 
and  we  will  administer  the  same  offering  early  in  the  spring. 

An  Emergency  Medical  Technicians  Program  was  un- 
dertaken by  our  school  in  which  twenty-one  firemen,  police- 
men, and  rescue  workers,  received  instructions  in  the  emer- 
gency care  of  a patient  from  the  site  of  rescue  to  the  hospital 
emergency  room.  This  course  was  offered  through  the  Man- 
power Development  Act  using  federal  funds.  Mrs.  Jane  Whit- 
temore,  our  school  nurse,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Catherine  Scott 
were  the  instructors.  Morton  Hospital  cooperated  in  this 
venture. 

Mr.  Custy,  Assistant  Superintendent-Director,  should  be 
commended  for  his  untiring  effort  in  helping  to  make  Bristol- 
Plymouth  a fine  school.  Mr.  Koloski,  Placement  Coordinator, 
has  found  positions  for  many  undergraduates  and  post- 
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graduates.  His  relationship  with  industrial  leaders  in  our 
region  is  most  worthy  of  mention. 

We  extend  our  sincere  appreciation  to  our  dedicated  and 
enthusiastic  staff,  our  region’s  superintendents,  our  admin- 
istrators, parents,  and  students. 

We  welcome  perspective  students  and  parents  to  visit 
our  school  and  discuss  courses  and  procedures.

The  Berkley  Council  On  Aging  was  established  by  Vote 
at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March  1973,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40,  Section  8-B  of  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  to  carry  out  programs  designed 
to  meet  the  Problems  and  Needs  of  the  Elderly  in  Berkley, 
and  in  cooperation  with  Programs  of  the  Executive  Office 
Of  Elderly  Affairs  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Our  first  meeting  was  in  May  1973,  and  the  programs 
accomplished  by  the  Council  thus  far,  are  as  follows: 

1.  Questionnaires  were  mailed  to  all  Berkley  Citizens 
over  60  years  of  age.  Questions  covered  employment, 
Volunteer  Work,  Housing,  Health,  Transportation,  Fin- 
nance,  Lunch  Programs,  and  Recreation.  Information 
received  from  the  questionnaires  was  analyzed  to  insti- 
tute programs. 

2.  The  Council  sponsored  two  free  flu  shot  clinics. 

3.  Two  Xmas  shopping  trips  by  bus,  were  also  sponsored 
by  the  Council. 

4.  Help  was  given  to  several  Senior  Citizens  requiring 
special  needs  . 

Plans  for  the  future  include  a program  providing  a 
Health  Clinic,  that  would  be  available  to  all  Berkley  Senior 
Citizens. 

The  Berkley  Council  on  Aging  meets  at  least  once  a 
month,  sometimes  twice  a month. 

Each  member  has  put  in  a great  deal  of  time  and  effort 
into  planned  and  completed  projects,  and  have  worked  to- 
gether enthusiasticlv  and  cooperatively.

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REPORT  OF  COLLECTOR  OF  TAXES

Dear  Sirs, 

My  mid-year  report  as  requested  by  your  office  follows, 
but  first  I must  mention  the  absence  of  a complete  financial 
report  that  because  of  cost  and  time  involved  and  also  because 
I didn’t  realize  you  would  want  a mid-year  report  did  not  close 
my  books  Dec.  31st  as  usual,  (the  transitional  year  ends  June 
30).  I apologize  to  you  and  the  townspeople  for  the  lack  of 
this  type  of  report  but  will  provide  it  to  you  during  July,  1974. 

For  the  most  part  the  Transitional  Year  (1973-1974)  has 
gone  smoothly  and  most  tax  payers  are  familiar  with  the 
program.  The  large  increase  in  the  tax  rate  in  the  first  two 
thirds  of  the  period  saw  a greater  number  of  partial  pay- 
ments than  usual  causing  this  office  more  work.  Hopefully 
the  last  bill  due  in  March  will  be  smaller  and  give  tax  payers 
a chance  to  catch  up. 

Excise  Taxes  continue  to  be  a big  problem,  errors,  pose 
a big  headache  for  me  as  well  as  the  Assessors.  At  this  time 
the  Registry  does  not  seem  to  have  any  solution. 

Increasing  costs  plague  this  department  as  well  as  all 
others.  Recently  while  looking  over  old  records  I noted  that 
in  1965  I paid  $77.45  for  Real  Estate  & Personal  Property 
Bills  and  next  year  coming  up  I anticipate  them  to  be  $300.00. 
Postage  in  1965  to  send  out  900  Real  Estate  Tax  bills  cost 
$45.00,  next  year  I anticipate  spending  $260.00  to  send  out 
2600  tax  bills.  With  this  kind  of  growth  this  department 
must  have  more  help,  with  regular  office  hours. 

In  reference  to  office  hours,  I would  like  to  have  hours 
to  coincide  with  the  Assessors  Office.  It  is  not  unusual  for 
wife  or  myself  to  come  home  from  work  to  find  that  someone 
has  tucked  an  envelope  with  money  in  it  under  our  door  or 
put  it  in  the  mail  box  with  the  explanation  that  they  have 
tried  several  times  and  have  not  found  us  home.  I have 
regular  office  hours  every  Wednesday  Night  from  7 to  9,  but 
most  people  seem  to  want  to  come  during  the  day.  Informa- 
tion requests  from  Banks  and  Realtors  acting  on  behalf 
of  Taxpayers  are  usually  made  during  the  day  and  require 
consideration  as  the  Town  benefits  from  the  relationship. 
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I’d  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  Town  Officials 
as  well  as  the  Taxpayers  for  their  help  and  co-operation  all 
through  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  AUDITOR 

This  year’s  report  will  be  brief,  as  the  main  auditing  of 
the  town  has  been  postponed  until  the  end  of  the  Fiscal  Year 
in  June. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  note  discrepancies  or  try  to 
compare  books,  which  at  present  are  not  totaled.  I have  noted 
in  previous  statements  that  auditing  in  this  Town  is  at  best 
difficult  anyway  because  of  the  locations  of  these  books. 

However,  a year-end  audit  was  completed  on  the  books 
of  the  Town  Clerk.  I noted  while  there,  that  much  revenue 
is  being  lost  to  the  Town  in  the  licensing  of  dogs.  It  has  been 
approximated  that  between  1/3  to  1/2  of  the  dogs  in  Town 
are  presently  tagged.  The  remainder  represent  a loss  in 
revenue  to  the  Town,  which  could  range  anywhere  from 
$600.00  to  $700.00/  year. 

In  these  times  of  hardship  and  penny-pinching,  it  is  my 
recommendation  that  a warrant  be  issued  to  the  Dog  Officer 
to  pick  up  all  unlicensed  dogs.  This  would  bring  the  figure 
up  to  a more  logical  one  for  a town  our  size,  if  only  by 
forcing  the  issue.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Registration 

1.  Kindergarten  registration  in  September  of  any  year 
will  be  limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  five  years 
of  age  or  who  will  become  five  years  of  age  on  or  before 
the  following  January  first. 

2.  Presentation  of  a birth  certificate  is  required  for 
entrance  to  the  kindergarten. 

3.  Presentation  of  a doctor’s  certificate  of  immunization 
against  diphtheria,  tetanus,  pertussis,  measles,  and  polio- 
myelitis, unless  exempted  for  medical  reasons.  Free  clinics 
are  available  each  spring  for  anyone  desiring  immunizations. 

Health  Policies 

1.  In  case  of  illness,  doctor’s  certificates  are  only  neces- 
sary for  communicable  diseases  or  if  specifically  requested 
by  the  school. 

2.  No  student  will  be  allowed  to  bring  medications  to 
school  unless  the  school  nurse  has  a doctor’s  order  specifically 
stating  the  name  of  the  medication,  dosage,  time  to  be  given, 
the  student’s  diagnosis  and  the  necessity  of  taking  the  medi- 
cation during  school  hours.  The  doctor’s  order  should  be 
accompanied  by  a signed  and  dated  note  from  the  parent 
requesting  administration  of  the  medication.  A final  check 
with  the  school  physician  will  be  made  by  the  school  nurse. 

3.  Transportation  of  a sick  child  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  parent  and  only  in  an  emergency  will  the  school  pro- 
vide transportation. 

4.  Vision  and  hearing  screening  tests  are  conducted 
annually. 

5.  Physical  examinations  are  given  yearly  in  grades: 
kindergarten,  one,  five,  and  eight. 

School  Hours 

The  Berkley  Elementary  School  is  in  session  from  9 a.m. 
to  3 p.m. 

The  Berkley  Junior  High  School  is  in  session  from  7:30 
a.m.  to  1:30  p.m. 
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When  a student  is  absent  from  school,  he  is  expected 
to  bring  with  him  a written  excuse  from  his  parents  explain- 
ing his  absence. 

A request  for  dismissal  before  the  end  of  the  day  should 
be  made  in  person  or  in  writing  by  the  parent. 

The  Principal’s  Office,  located  at  the  Berkley  Elementary 
School,  is  opened  from  7:30  a.m.  to  4:00  p.m. 

No  School  Information 

When  weather  conditions  are  such  that  our  buses  are 
unable  to  run,  a no  school  notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio 
Stations:  WSAR,  Fall  River;  WPEP,  Taunton;  WPRO,  Provi- 
dence; WARA,  Attleboro. 

Transportation 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for 
pupils  residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  attended 
or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many 
pupils  living  at  lesser  distances  along  the  established  routes 
are  transported  if  the  seating  capacity  of  the  bus  will  permit. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley: 

I hereby  submit  my  nineteenth  annual  report.  Incor- 
porated herein  is  the  report  of  the  Berkley  School  Committee 
and  the  composite  report  of  the  School  Nurse,  the  Principal 
and  the  Music  Department. 

Personnel 

We  had  very  little  change  in  personnel  this  year.  Mrs. 
Melissa  Zucchi,  a graduate  of  Roger  Williams  College  was 
hired  to  teach  kindergarten  and  Miss  Meredith  Alger  was 
hired  as  instructional  aide  for  this  group. 

In  the  area  of  special  education,  Mr.  Anthony  Carrano, 
a graduate  of  Fairfield  University  was  hired  to  work  with 
children,  who  have  learning  disabilities.  He  replaced  two 
part-time  teachers  in  this  area. 

Buildings  and  Enrollment 

The  enrollment  at  both  schools  continues  to  rise  as  a 
result  of  families  moving  into  Berkley.  The  increase  is 
greater  at  the  middle  grade  level  than  at  first  grades. 

We  will  have  to  come  up  with  some  way  to  take  care 
of  the  increases.  At  present  at  least  five  sub-standard  areas 
are  being  used.  These  areas  are  poorly  lighted,  lack  ventila- 
tion and  are  not  heated  in  some  cases.  It  is  absolutely 
necessary  that  we  come  up  with  additional  space  to  house 
these  pupils  plus  some  to  be  returned  from  special  programs 
now  housed  in  Rehoboth.  The  best  solution  would  be  an 
addition  to  the  Elementary  School.  A second  and  very  prob- 
able immediate  solution  would  be  a double  session  for  certain 
grades. 

At  the  high  school  level  a request  to  consider  regionaliz- 
ing with  Dighton  and  Rehoboth  will  be  presented.  Dighton- 
Rehoboth  will  need  to  add  to  the  Regional  School  and  they 
will  study  the  whole  situation  to  determine  which  would  be 
the  better  plan  to  build  an  addition  by  themselves  or  build 
a larger  addition  with  help  from  Berkley  not  only  for  the 
new  addition  but  some  payment  from  Berkley  on  the  exist- 
ing bond  issue.  It  is  important  that  the  Berkley  citizens  take 
a close  look  at  this  plan  as  the  need  for  high  school  space 
is  great.  We  have  been  informed  by  the  Taunton  School 
Committee  that  there  is  no  room  there. 
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These  additions  will  cost  plenty  of  money  but  is  seems 
the  longer  we  wait  the  greater  the  cost.  The  need  is  long 
overdue  and  we  must  take  action  now. 

Finances 

We  are  at  this  time  two  thirds  of  the  way  through  an 
18  month  budget  running  from  January  1,  1973  to  June  30, 
1974.  This  has  been  a difficult  budget  to  maintain  with 
increased  costs  of  supplies  and  materials  such  as  paper, 
gasoline,  fuel  oil,  and  maintenance  materials.  The  budget 
for  1974-75  shows  an  increase  of  14%  over  1973  and  an  in- 
crease of  12%  over  the  1974  portion  of  the  18  month  budget. 
The  largest  increases  are  in  salaries  due  to  normal  increments, 
operation  and  maintenance  of  the  plant  due  to  increased  fuel 
and  supply  costs  and  in  high  school  tuition  as  an  increase 
is  expected  in  September.  The  present  tuition  is  $1100.00  and 
the  State  Department  of  Vocational  Education  has  recom- 
mended a tuition  of  $1220.00  for  Vocational  students  for 
1974-75. 

Conclusion 

I wish  to  thank  all  school  personnel  for  their  cooperation 
in  these  difficult  times  of  increasing  enrollments  and  in- 
creasing costs.  Mrs.  Adella  Viveiros  has  done  an  excellent 
job  to  continue  to  serve  quality  lunches  for  25^.  We  shall 
have  to  increase  this  price  in  the  near  future.  The  custodians 
have  cooperated  to  keep  fuel  and  maintenance  costs  in  line. 

We  appreciate  the  efforts  of  the  faculty  to  offer  an 
education  as  good  as  can  be  had  in  any  other  town  despite 
adverse  conditions. 

We  thank  the  P.T.O.  the  Recreation  Committee  and  the 
Lions  Club  for  their  continued  support. 

Mr.  Edward  Canuel,  the  principal  and  educational  leader 
has  labored  long  and  hard  to  give  Berkley  children  the  best 
possible  education. 

To  all  parents  we  appreciate  your  support  of  our  new 
programs  and  requests  and  ask  for  a 110%  effort  next  year 
so  that  we  may  accomplish  our  goals.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL

Dear  Mr.  Roy: 

I hereby  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  as  principal  of 
the  Berkley  Schools. 

Summer  Workshop 

Members  of  our  faculties  participated  in  workshops  to 
develop  curriculum  guides  in : English,  Social  Studies,  Science, 
and  Health.  These  educational  programs  stemmed  from  the 
efforts  (meetings,  conferences,  and  workshops)  of  our  staffs 
during  1972. 

Government  Programs 

Title  II  funds  were  used  to  obtain  books,  filmstrips  and 
casettes.  Materials  and  equipment  were  to  be  purchased  to 
supplement  our  junior  high  school  reading  program  with 
Title  III  appropriations.  Funds  for  this  project  have  been 
held  up  temporarily. 

Our  biggest  venture  came  about  through  a Title  I grant. 
In  early  spring  Miss  Beckwith,  administrator  of  elementary 
education,  a parent  council,  and  I developed  a language  arts 
program.  After  assessing  our  schools,  it  was  decided  that 
our  greatest  need  was  in  the  intermediate  grades.  The  pro- 
gram consists  of  language  and  reading  development,  hand- 
writing, spelling,  and  the  development  of  motor  skills  for 
some  25-30  students.  Funds  for  “4  and  5 Come  Alive"’  provided 
a teacher,  instrumental  aide,  materials,  and  equipment.  We 
are  proud  of  the  efforts  of  our  parent  council.  Meetings  are 
held  often  and  parent  programs  have  been  and  will  continue 
to  be  offered  to  inform  parents  of  this  program. 

Health  Program 

A comprehensive  health  program  was  developed  and 
adopted  for  use  in  our  schools  in  1974.  Such  topics  as:  emo- 
tional, mental  and  social  health,  safety,  nutrition  consumer 
and  family  life  education,  etc.  are  covered  for  each  grade. 
Parent  meetings  will  be  held  early  in  1974  to  inform  parents 
of  this  educational  venture. 
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Kindergarten 

Berkley  held  its  first  kindergarten  class  in  September. 
Because  of  lack  of  space  facilities,  the  basement  of  the  public 
library  was  renovated  for  these  students. 

Berkley’s  Kindergarten,  a transition  from  home  to  school 
environment,  is  offering  a good  program  of  communication, 
exploration,  and  creative  expression.  It  has  developed  well 
and  will  provide  a good  educational  start  for  these  children. 

Special  Services 

Students  with  special  needs  receive  the  attention  of  a 
full  time  learning  disability  therapist.  Teacher  involvement 
in  assessment  teams  have  been  very  helpful. 

Guidance  services  have  increased.  We  are  now  able  to 
provide  educational  and  vocational  information,  career  educa- 
tion programs,  individual  and  group  guidance,  adjustment 
counseling,  educational  placement  counseling,  and  orientation 
programs. 

Extra-Curricula  Activities 

Our  intramural  program  offers  boys  and  girls  equal  op- 
portunities in  five  seasonal  programs.  Such  sports  as:  flag 
football,  speedball,  floor  hockey,  basketball,  volleyball,  and 
softball  have  good  participation.  Chess  tournaments,  advanced 
and  beginners,  have  registered  very  good  interest.  Our  cho- 
ruses present  Christmas  and  spring  programs.  Our  school 
bands  also  show  steady  growth.  The  exhibits  in  art  and 
science  and  girls’  physical  education  demonstration  produced 
good  results. 

Reporting  Policies 

Report  cards  are  sent  home  four  times  a year.  Last  year’s 
junior  high  school  computerized  reports  not  only  provided 
letter  grades  but  also  verbal  comments.  This  year  mid  term 
progress  reports  were  sent  home  in  grades  4-8.  These  reports 
provide  more  information  and  offer  close  contact  between 
home  and  school.  Open  Houses  offered  parents  the  opportunity 
to  speak  to  teachers  about  their  children.  Parent-teacher 
conferences  were  also  scheduled  in  our  schools  to  provide 
more  in-depth  information  concerning  students’  progress. 

General 

Miss  Dorothy  Beckwith,  administrator  of  elementary  edu- 
cation, was  especially  helpful  in  the  development  of  our  Kinder- 
garten and  Title  I Programs. 
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Mr.  Joseph  Harrington,  administrator  of  secondary  edu- 
cation, provided  impetus  to  the  development  of  our  Health 
Program.  The  fine  coordination  of  our  junior  high  programs 
and  that  of  High  School  were  the  results  of  many  adminsitra- 
tive  meetings. 

Mr.  Ernest  Cardoza  has  assumed  the  duties  of  head 
teacher  at  the  junior  high  school.  His  efforts  and  cooperation 
have  enabled  me  to  give  more  attention  to  the  development 
of  certain  educational  programs. 

The  teaching  staff  of  our  school  are  providing  much  time 
and  effort  in  educating  the  children  of  Berkley  under  some 
difficult  space  problems. 

The  last  report  on  the  financial  status  and  statistical  data 
of  the  Berkley  School  lunch  program  was  very  favorable  and 
indicated  85%  student  participation.  Mrs.  Viveiros  and  her 
staff  should  be  commended  for  the  operation  of  this  program. 

The  Berkley  P.T.O.  is  functioning  well.  The  involvement 
of  such  interested  parents  is  always  welcomed.  A volunteer 
service  to  our  students  is  in  the  planning  stage  for  1974. 

The  Berkley  Police  Association  has  again  contributed  to 
the  Christmas  parties  for  our  students.  We  thank  them  for 
this  interest. 

Mrs.  Kenneth  Custy,  Berkley  Public  Library  Librarian, 
has  been  very  helpful  with  library  service  to  our  junior  high 
school  students. 

Conclusion 

I wish  to  thank  those  who  have  contributed  to  a success- 
ful year:  Mr.  Roy,  the  School  committee,  the  following  ad- 
ministrators : Miss  Beckwith,  Mr.  Harrington,  and  Mr.  Horton ; 
teachers,  office  personnel,  all  school  personnel,  and  students  of 
the  Berkley  Schools. 

As  principal  of  the  Berkley  Schools,  1973  was  a memorable 
one  because  we  saw  more  parent  involvement  and  interest  in 
our  educational  programs.  We  hope  that  such  efforts  will  be 
continued  in  the  future.
